NE OF THE DISTINGUISHING MARKS of a 

Christian all through the past generations has 

been that they were different from the unsaved 
or worldly people. 

While Christians labor, sow and reap, i many of 
them have homes and a trade or business whereby they 
earn their living, they do not see life in the same way 
the sinner views it. They are living and laboring for a dif- 
ferent purpose. The sinner is living in a way, or trying to 
live in a way, that he can get the most possible out of liv- 
ing in the present. The Christian is living in a way to put 
the most into life that he can. The aims of a Christian 
and a sinner are opposite or extremes. 

The sinner lives, eats, labors, and governs all his am- 
bitions from a worldly standpoint. His dress is to draw the 
approval of others. His amusements are such as to grati- 
fy the sinfulness of his heart. The things of God are fool- 
ishness with him. While he often is a member of some in- 
stitution called a church, a sinner rarely ever takes a 
stand for the right all the way through until he becomes 
converted. He is a dead weight to any church. 

The Christian lives, dresses, and labors for one final 
aim and purpose, and that is the glory of God. His dress, 
conversation, and amusements are vastly different from 
those of the sinner. His occupation whereby he earns a 
living is a secondary matter with him. His first work is to 
serve the Lord and be a blessing to his fellow man. The 
Christian would feel uncomfortable appearing as the 
world appears. He would feel out of place where sinners 
enjoy themselves the best. 

Many church members are worldly and have departed 
from the. teachings of the Bible. Such members love the 
dance, show, and card party, and have no love for the 
prayer meeting. They had rather do something else any 
time than to pray, hence so many “do societies” in world- 
ly churches. Everything in such a church must be in order 
or else they are offended. 

Where a number of real Christians worship there is a 
real church. They enjoy praying and singing, and many 
of them are as enthusiastic in meeting as sinners are at 
the ball game or show. Their religion is a living reality to 
them. They are unworldly. Such a church is not popular, 
but it is powerful. It may not be eloquent, but it is 
charged with heavenly electricity. The one aim of the 
devil is to get every true Christian and every church to 
lose their unworldliness. Yet, through all the past ages, 
Christians and Christian churches have been unworldly, 
and will be so until the end of this age. It is as impossible 
to mix the worldliness of the sinner and the unworldliness 
of the Christian as it is to mix oil and water, or light and 
darkness. Worldly people may become unworldly, and un- 
worldly people may become worldly, but they must be one 
or the other. They must be for God or against God. Chris- 
tians are unworldly. The Church of the First-born is un- 
worldly. The Lord’s people are strangers and eee in 
this world. 
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CHURCH SITUATION IN EAST 
GERMANY WORSE 


BERLIN (EP) The deterioration in 
the church situation which has been 
observed for the last few weeks in the 
Soviet Zone continues. The Evangeli- 
cal Bishop of Berlin, Dr. Otto Dibelius, 
appealed on Easter Sunday, in the 
crowded Marienkirche in the Soviet 
sector of Berlin, to Christian youth in 
the German Democratic Republic to 
stand fast against all assault. “Hold 
to what you have. The hour will come 
when you will be grateful to God for 
the tribulations of your young days.” 
The risen Christ, Bishop Dibelius went 
on, brought peace to mankind, bound 
nations together in bonds of charity 
and understanding, and brought forc- 
es into being which should free men 
from fear. According to an announce- 
ment by United Press on April 14, 
Bishop Dibelius has protested to the 
Soviet Commander-in-Chief in East- 
ern Germany, Berlin’s General Vas- 
sili Chuikov, against the “anti-reli- 
gious Comm t campaign.” The 
contents of his letter will not be pub- 
—— until an answer has been re- 
ceived. 


REVIVAL CONTINUES IN JAPAN 


JAPAN (EP) Revival continues to 
sweep across the islands of Japan! 
Reports say it is a New Testament re- 
vival where sick are being healed, 
demons cast out, storms stilled, and 
hundreds converted. 

The revival started among evangeli- 
cal missionaries and has spread Le 
idly. At Karuizawa it broke after 
sionaries fasted and prayed for sever- 
al days. Many feel the whole move- 
ment dates to a statement made by 
Billy Graham to 700 missionaries in 
Tokyo last winter when he said, “If 
you are not filled with the Holy Ghost, 
you might as well go home.” 

Students at Osaka Christian college 
caught the revival fire when a group 
of missionaries from Tokyo felt led to 
go to the college to testify, telling of 
what the Lord had been doing in their 
hearts and lives. It was the last chapel 
service of the year but lasted for four 
hours. Youth were saved, and many 
dedicated their lives for Christian 
service. 

Because of the revival spirit de- 
scending on the campus just at grad- 
uation e, the exercises resulted in 
what missionaries term the strangest 
graduation ever attended. Traditions 
were en programs abolished, 
hile students and faculty let the Ho- 
e Spirit move in and e control. 
At the graduation exercises a chal- 
ry was extended for those desiring 
to dedicate their lives to Christ. The 
altar filled. Final activity for the col- 
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lege year found students and faculty 
jolntine together with glowing faces 


and hands uplifted in consecration, 
singing “Where He Leads Me I Will 


Follow.” 

It is impossible to print even a small 
portion of the many instances where 
God is blessing in Japan. Missionaries 
state that it is the greatest revival 
they have ever seen.

NOTABLE STAR DISCOVERY BY 

SOUTH AFRICAN ASTRONOMER 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa 
(EP) The Assistant Union Astrono- 
mer, Dr. W. S. Finsen, of the Johan- 
nesburg Observatory, has just ended 
a two-year search into outer space— 
and made one of the most notable 
astronomical “finds” of the year. 
Working with his self-designed inter- 
forometer, an instrument which dou- 
bles the resolving power of telescopes, 
he has discovered a visual binary. In 
layman’s language this is a system of 
two suns revolving one around the 
other. And in this case the binary re- 
volves in the shortest known period of 
1.59 years. These twin suns lie in the 
“no man’s land” of space which stron- 
omers find difficult to search with a 
telescope or spectroscopes, and they 
will be used as a “measuring stick,” 
Dr. Finsen said. During his two-year 
search he has carefully studied 2,100 
stars twice over. 

DEAF FELLOWSHIP HOLDS 
NATIONAL SEMINAR 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo. (EP) The first 
annual national seminar for workers 
of the Assembly of God Deaf Fellow- 
ship was held at the Central Bible 
Institute here. Thirty pastors from 
over the country attended the sem- 
inar, which consisted mainly of work- 
shop sessions for ministers to the deaf. 
On the program were cartoonist 
Charles Ramsey, the Rev. J. R. Flower, 
general secretary of the denomina- 
tion, and the Rev. Melvin Hodges, re- 
turned missionary from Central 
America. 


LABELS PRAYER “PRESSURE 
CAMPAIGN” 


YORK, Pennsylvania (EP) When a 
proposal by Gideons to distribute Gid- 
eon New Testaments to public schools 
here was turned down by the school 
board, some 40 churches called a day 
of prayer that the board would re- 
verse its decision. In answer, Dr. A. W. 
Ferguson, city superintendent of 
schools, labeled the “day of prayer” 
a “pressure comncien against mem- 
bers of the school board.” 

He said the Gideon proposal “may 
be illegal, and to distribute Protestant 


Testaments in ublic schools _ is 
against sound public policy,” since the 
schools are attended by pupils of all 
faiths. Dr. Ferguson said the question 
of distributing Gideon Testaments 
had been discussed at a national 
meeting of school superintendents at 
Atlantic City, N. J. last February. 

“Some of the superintendents re- 
vealed that the laws of their states 
would not permit any manner of dis- 
tribution of Gideon Testaments,” he 
said. “One-half the superintendents 
present reported their ards would 
not permit such a distribution. Even 
where the legal question was not 
raised, other superintendents reported 
their boards felt the separation of 
Church and State was clearly in- 
volved.” 

The York Camp of Gideons is con- 
ducting prayer meetings at 7 a.m. on 
the last Saturday of each month in 
the hope of getting the school to ac- 
cept their distribution plan. 


CHRISTIAN CARTOONIST RECEIVES 
SMITH AWARD 

DALLAS, Texas (EP) Jack Hamm, 
nationally famous cartoonist, whose 
religious cartoons appear regularly in 
scores of newspapers and magazines 
each week, has received the fifth an- 
nual “Howard R. Smith Award” for 
the best editorial feature on Christian 
religious lines for 1952. The Smith 
Award consists of a plaque and a 
check for five hundred dollars for 
Hamm. Ordinarily, the check is for 
one hundred dollars, but, in view of 
the fact that Hamm bears all expens- 
es of production and mailing in syn- 
dicating his religious cartoon feature, 
Mr. Smith has upped the monetary 
award to five hundred dollars. Hamm 
is an art instructor at Baylor Uni- 
versity, his alma mater, in Waco, Tex- 
as. Small town and metopolitan news- 
papers use his cartoons. The artist 
originally planned on studying for the 
ministry, but changed to the study of 
art and became a regular commer- 
cial cartoonist on several comic strips. 
Feeling a call to a special ministry 
a use of his talent and experi- 
ence, Hamm started drawing religious 
cartoons with Bible texts, and offer- 
ing them to newspapers free of 
charge. His initial effort has now 
grown to nation-wide proportions and 
is looked forward to by multiplied 
thousands of readers each week. 
Hamm has also won other awards. 

The purpose of the “Howard R. 
Smith Award” for religious newspaper 
editorial writing and features is to 
further the cause of Christ on editori- 
al pages. Mr. Smith is a former news- 
paper editor and press association 
news writer. He now travels extensive- 
ly over the nation as representative 

or newspaper research organizations 
and radio advertising services.

She made this request in acceptin 
a white leather Bible from officers o 
the Women’s Fellowship of the Na- 
tional Association of Evangelicals.

Ss GREATEST TEACHER Who ever lived said, 


JENNY LIND, famous Swedish “nightingale” 
singer, who first came to America in 1850 to fill the larg- 
est auditoriums with her glorious voice, found herself, one 
day, lying on a couch with its exquisite pillows, and sur- 
rounded by some friends. She was asked to write an auto- 
graph. Though fame, friends, and money were hers, she 
wrote: 

“In vain I seek for rest in all created good; 
It leaves me still unblest and makes me cry to God. 
Ah! sure at rest I can not be, 
Until my soul finds its rest in Thee.” 


Jenny Lind did find rest in the Lord. Hear her sum up the 
supreme purpose of her life in these words, “I SING FOR

The unbreakable pledge of our radi- 
ant Redeemer is that when we seek first the kingdom of 
God and His righteousness, all these other things shall be 
added unto us. God will provide for us as wonderfully as 
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The successful Lite

He provides food for the birds of the air and beauty for 
the flowers of the field. His name has ever been Jeho- 
vah-jireh, “the Lord will provide.” 

The prerogative of choice is yours—to seek first, or not 
to seek the kingdom of God and His righteousness—“to be 
or not to be” born again from above, thus loving the Lord 
with your whole heart, soul, mind, strength, and all 
there is within you, and your neighbor as yourself. Burke 
was right when he said: “Man, whose prerogative it is to 
be, in a great degree, a creature of his own choosing.” 
Lowell challenges us with this unavoidable responsibility: 


“Once to every man and nation, comes the moment to 
decide, 

In the strife ’twixt truth and falsehood, for the good or 
evil side.” 


BY CHOOSING to follow the behest of Christ, 
we become correctly positionized for time and eternity. 
Liberty, education, wealth, and science have failed to pro- 
duce the successful life. It is to be found only in Christ 
Jesus. Life will then be a solar system—Christ being the 
sun, a personal focus of the kingdom, and all else revolv- 
ing around Him. 

One of the foremost television stars, whose program is 
viewed from coast to coast, on Wednesday of last April 15 
in Cincinnati, bowed his knees and confessed with his 
tongue that Jesus Christ is Lord. His cry was, “God be 
merciful to me a sinner.” Then, on the following Sunday 
night, he appeared on Billy Graham’s “Hour of Decision” 
program, which was broadcast from the Municipal Audi- 
torium in St. Louis. There he gave his marvelous testi- 
mony of the saving grace of Christ, and of the joy of 
Christian living. He concluded his testimony with the re- 
markable words his sainted mother had spoken to him in 
early childhood and manhood: “No success is success out- 
side the will of Christ; in the will of Christ all is success.” 

To seek first the kingdom of God—to become a Chris- 
tian—you do not need to park your brains. You do have to 
think! You are all familiar with the story in the Gospel 
of St. Luke of the prodigal son. He tired of home, and 
when he had gotten from his father his part of the family 
inheritance into portable form, he took his journey into a 
far country and there wasted his substance in riotous liv- 
ing. When his money was gone, so were his erstw. 
friends. A famine arose, and he began to be in want. Th 
only job he could find was that of feeding swine—the 
most detestable job for a Jew. Even this employment did 
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not supply sufficient funds, for he became so hungry he 
would gladly have fed on the pods that the swine ate, and 
no man gave him anything. It was then that the predigal 
son “came to himselj” (began to think). “And when he 
came to himself, he said, How many servants of my fa- 
ther’s have bread enough and to spare, and I perish with 
hunger! I will arise and go to my father, and will say un- 
to him, Father, I have sinned against heaven and before 
thee, and am no more worthy to be called thy son: make 
me as one of thy hired servants.” His father met him with 
a kiss of forgiveness, calling the servants to bring the best 
robe for him, shoes for his feet and a ring for his hand, 
and to prepare a feast celebrating the return of his son 
who was dead, and is now alive again, lost but is now 
found. 

Some of the greatest men and women who ever lived 
were Christians—Gladstone, Queen Victoria, Lincoln, 
Woodrow Wilson, William McKinley, William Jennings 
Bryan, ad infinitum. 

The Bible exhorts to seeking in our text, and this re- 
quires thinking. “Come now and let us reason together, 
saith the Lord: though your sins be as scarlet, they shall 
be as white as snow; though they be red like crimson 
they shall be as wool.” And again, “What think ye of 
Christ?” Twenty-five years ago this spring, in my boy- 
hood home on the plains of North Dakota, ene week-day 
morning at family worship, I was brought face to face 
with Christ and His claims. I, like you today, was eager to 
face life and tremblingly anxious for it to be a successful 
life. I saw the wide gate and the broad road that leads to 
hell and the many that go in thereat, and the restricted 
gate and the narrow way that leads to life and the few 
that find it. 

I saw the perfect example of a successful life, the most 
successful person who ever lived upon earth—Christ. With 
mental vision, I saw Him live for me. I saw Him ridiculed, 
spat upon, brutally beaten, crowned with thorns, merci- 
lessly hung upon a wooden cross to die, His hands and His 
feet pierced with cruel nails, and His side ripped open by 
a ruthless Roman spear. I saw Him die for me, and rise 
again for my justification. In that short hour my life was 
completely changed. My irrevocable decision was to seek 
first the kingdom of God, being assured that all material 
things would be added to me by my all-knowing heavenly 
Father. 


WILL OBEDIENCE to this command of Christ 
cost me anything? Certainly! Anything worthwhile costs. 
Dr. Ralph W. Sockman, in one of his radio broadcasts, 
told of a young man who complained about the church 
costing so much. An old Pennsylvania Dutch farmer gave 
him a good reply: “Never say that again! I fell in love, 
son. I married. In time a baby came. From the moment 
that baby came, it cost me. It cost me money for the doc- 
tor and the nurse and the baby’s equipment. Then I had 
to buy it toys, as well as food and clothes. The more that 
baby grew, the more it cost me. When the boy got to high 
school, the costs began to mount. Then he went to college. 
That cost me a lot. He began to go out with the girls. 
There was still more expense. But in his senior year in 
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college he took sick and died. He hasn’t cost me a cent 
since.” 

The cost for St. John was being exiled on the isle of 
Patmos for the Word of God and the testimony of Jesus 
Christ, but the last book of the Bible, the book of Revela- 
tion, is the glorious result. John Bunyan, though prizing 
liberty for his family’s sake, refused to promise to cease 
preaching Christ to win freedom from Bedford jail. For 
twelve long years the cost to him was suffering untold, 
but out of his obedience to Christ came the immortal 
Pilgrim’s Progress. John Milton toiled on, despite blind- 
ness, to give us Paradise Lost. Le Tourneau, one of the 
most influential Christian businessmen of America today, 
who manufactures the large road-making equipment 
seen across America, when he could not meet his payroll, 
nonetheless ordered his secretary to write a check which 
consisted of his tithe—one tenth of what he had earned 
over the past week. For this step he was questioned and, 
without doubt, also secretly ridiculed. But today he is a 
millionaire, giving ninety percent of his earnings to the 
work of the Lord and keeping only ten percent for him- 
self. What has made his life so successful materially as 
well as spiritually? Le Tourneau has given the answer to 
scores of audiences across America. He sought first the 
kingdom of God and His righteousness, and all those ma- 
terial things were added unto him. 

Would you make yours the successful life? Then take 
this guarantee of our Lord. Do not resist and reject His 
offered plan for your life. I have seen young people fail in 
the battle of life. One such I recall from my own ministry 
who rejected the Lord repeatedly in the services when in- 
vitations were given for acceptance of Christ. There en- 
sued a fatal accident; prayer was offered by our pastor, 
the victim seeming to care little for prayer until it was 
learned that life would not be long. Later, when most 
earnest prayer was offered, at times that person seemed 
to trust Christ, and then again there seemed to come 
clouds of doubt and uncertainty. This person was guilty 
of wilfull rejection of Christ and of flagrant sin. Before 
death came it seemed as though this person was sinking 
into eternal night. May God have mercy upon that soul. 
We must conclude, however, that the life of that person 
was not the successful life. 


MARY PRESCOTT MONTAGUE told a story 
which dates back to the setting of the World War of 1914- 
1919, but which has striking application for this occasion. 
The story is of a drab-looking little Virginian seamstress 
returning from Europe on one of the great ocean liners 
shortly after war had been declared. Her neighbor in the 
adjoining deck chair, who had been watching her, had 
noted how the lines in her face appeared to have been 
overlaid by something big which had given her face an 
entirely different look. It was not long until the little 
seamstress was pouring out her story, for she needed 
nothing so much as to share with someone the soul-shak- 
ing experience that had been hers. 
Her name was Sadie Virginia Smithson, and her home 
was in Johnson Falls, West Virginia. She had grown to

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WHOSE HEAD SHALL® 


ESUS CHRIST IS our eternal King! 
“King eternal” (1 Timothy 1:17) and also “King 
of saints” (Revelation 15:3), Christians gladly own 
Him as their King. They have been “delivered from the 
power of darkness, and ... translated ... into the king- 
dom of his dear Son” (Colossians 1:13). In this realm 
the dominion of our archenemy has been broken, and Je- 
sus Christ is undisputed King. 

He is King by birthright. He was born King. The ques- 
tion of the Magi was, “Where is he that is born King of 
the Jews?” (Matthew 2:2.) Although not formally 
crowned by men, He was a King in life. He received the 
homage of a King on the day of the triumphal entry into 
JERUSALEM, when the hilarious throngs of common peo- 
ple shouted, “Hosanna to the Son of David!” In defense of 
their right to so acclaim Him, He delivered a staggering 
rejoiner to the defenseless opposition—“I tell you that, if 
these should hold their peace, the stones would immedi- 
ately cry out” (Luke 19:40). It was in the role of a King 
that He rode the humble ass into Jerusalem, in fulfill- 
ment of prophecy: “Tell ye the daughter of Sion, Behold, 
thy King cometh unto thee, meek, and sitting upon an 
ass, and a colt, the foal of an ass” (Matthew 21:5). While 
witnessing a good confession in the presence of Pontius 
Pilate, and in answer to Pilate’s question, “Art thou the 
King of the Jews?” Jesus answered, “Thou hast said’— 
definitely an affirmative reply. Finally, Jesus died a King. 
Ungodly soldiers stripped Him of His raiment, clothed 
Him with a scarlet robe, placed upon His royal brow a 
crown of thorns, and mocked Him, saying, “Hail, King of 
the Jews!” Upon the cross above the head of the crucified 
Lord appeared Pilate’s inscription, “This is Jesus the King 
of the Jews,” Matthew 27:37. 

He is our King by right of purchase. “Thou wast slain 
and hast redeemed us to God by thy blood out of every 
kindred, and tongue, and people, and nation” (Rev. 5:9). 
“For even the Son of man came not to be ministered un- 
to, but to minister and to give his life a ransom for 
many” (Matthew 10:45). “Know ye not that... ye are 
not your own? For ye are bought with a price” (1 Corinth- 
ians 6:19, 20). It is by right of purchase that He has 
brought us into His kingdom. 

He is our King by right of conquest. “And having 
spoiled principalities and powers, he made a shew of 
them openly, triumphing over them in it” (Colossians 
2:15). He met the prince of darkness at Calvary, for 
there the battle was pitched, and there was the “judg- 
ment of this world.” There was the “prince of this world 
cast out” (John 12:31). The Prince of this world is none 
other than Satan, himself, who has held all the human 
family in his thraldom since the first Adam sinned and 
lost. his blissful estate in the Garden of Eden. In the mas- 
ter stroke at Calvary, the last Adam triumphed over the 
- god of this world and put him to an open shame before 
all principalities and powers. The gospel, therefore, pro- 
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claims that all mankind, through faith in Jesus Christ, 
may be delivered from the bondage of sin and Satan. 

Thus He is, indeed, our King! But granting all this, is 
He actually King of your life? Have you actually crowned 
Him as your King? Some day we expect to lay trophies at 
His feet and participate in the grand coronation, pro- 
claiming Him “King of kings and Lord of lords,” but if 
that blessed hope comes true, He must hold the place of 
undisputed, unrivaled King of our lives here. 


SOME WORTHY CHRISTIAN cartoonist has 
aptly drawn a picture of a young man holding in his hand 
a sparkling crown. In the picture stands Jesus, and the 
holder of the crown is debating whether he shall crown 
his own head or the head of Jesus. Above the drawing is 
the screaming question, “Which head?” A fitting ques- 
tion! It comes to every one of us. Shall the self-life be 
crowned or crucified? If self wears the crown, Jesus must 
be crucified. If the self-life is crucified, then Jesus wears 
it. But the crown cannot be yours and His jointly. It must 
be yours or His. The unalterable decree of Jesus is: “If 
any man will come after me, let him deny himself” (Mat- 
thew 16:24). “Whosoever he be... . that forsaketh not all 
that he hath, he cannot be my disciple” (Luke 14:33). It 
involves the matter of openly acclaiming Him as your 
King and confessing Him before men. Let not personal 
pride, ambition, or station in life befog the vision con- 
cerning these unmistakable claims of Christ. Let no one 
be ashamed of Him nor of the cost involved in following 
Him. ‘Whosoever shall be ashamed of me and my words, 
of him shall the Son of man be ashamed, when he shall 
come in his glory, and in his Father’s, and of the holy 
angels” (Luke 9:26). 

“Jesus, and shall it ever be, 
A mortal man ashamed of Thee? 
Ashamed of thee, whom angels praise, 
Whose glories shine thro’ endless days. 


“Ashamed of Jesus, sooner far 
Let evening blush to own a star, 
He shed the beams of light divine 
O’er this benighted soul of mine.

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If He is King of your life, you will follow Him. Love to 
Him is the essence of all virtue. Such love will constrain 
one to follow in His steps, to follow in His ever-triumph- 
ant train. There is, from the worldly standpoint, a re- 
proach to following Him, but if He is King of our lives, 
we will “go forth unto him bearing his reproach” (He- 
brews 13:12, 13). During His earthly life, His enemies said 
He was “beside himself”, they “reviled him,” “laughed 
him to scorn.” He was called a hot-headed enthusiast. He 
was dogged from the cradle to the tomb—beaten, spit up- 
on, maligned, and scorned. But there were some then, as 
there are now, who esteemed the reproach of Christ a 
great bargain and were delighted to own Him as their 
King. Also, there were those who followed Him “afar off,” 
willing, as are many today, to keep up the formality. They 
were disciples, “but secretly.” But they did not crown Him 
King. He must have whole-hearted allegiance or none. 


Is JESUS CHRIST KING of your church? 
Technically, “King of the Church” may be an improper 
term, but He is “King of saints,” and certainly He is the 
“Head of the Church.” In many a church he is just that, 
for He is the center of the worship, the theme of every 
hymn, sermon, and testimony. A stranger will not be in 
such a church long until he discovers that Christ is all 
and in all, and what a place of refreshing such a church 
can be! Conversely, however, that is not true of every 
church. Is He, indeed, the Head of your church, or have 
you substituted another? Is the church a social club? 
Would He find a genuine welcome if He should instantly 
appear in your pulpit or at your altar. 

Do you accept His voice as that of ultimate authority? 
If He is King of your church, you will cheerfully acknowl- 
edge His autherity. There will be no wrangling about 
obeying His commands. The bitter controversies in some 
circles concerning the commands of Jesus, therefore, re- 
solve into the question of who holds the authority in the 
Church. We have the unchallenged record of His words 
of authority, such as, “Tarry until ye be endued with 
power from on high”; “Go ye therefore and teach all na- 
tions, baptizing them,” etc.; “And these signs shall fol- 
low them that believe: In my name they shall cast out 
devils; they shall speak with new tongues; they shall take 
up serpents; and if they drink any deadly thing, it shall 
not hurt them; they shall lay hands on the sick, and 
they shall recover” (Mark 16:17, 18). There are church 
councils and authorities in our modern age that relegate 
these plain teachings of Jesus to the apostles and to a 
bygone age. Of course, they offer no authority from the 
Bible in support of their claim. It is, therefore, a patent 
fact that such authorities presumptuously attempt to 
supercede the authority of the Head of the Church. They 
have taken the crown from Jesus and placed it upon 
proud, vain, fallible men. But those churches are not 
blessed, and know nothing of the joys unspeakable that 
are the heritage of those who crown Him King. 
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“WEAR THE CROWN? | 


Is Jesus Christ King of your home? In many a Chris- 
tian home there appears the well-known motto, “Christ 
is the Head of this house.” While it is beautiful and a good 
testimony, in the home where this is really true, the fact 
is obvious, even without the motto on the wall. Godliness 
pervades such a home. The Word of God is given prom- 
inence, and there is Bible reading, family prayer and 
grace at meals. The authority of Christ and the Word is 
respected and is the rule of life. There is love in that fam- 
ily. The parents love each other and the children, and 
the children honor the parents. All because Christ is King 
to them. 

On the other hand, there are ever-increasing numbers 
of American homes that reject Him as King. They have 
forsaken the family Bible and family altar. Alas, some 
have become scenes of card parties and drunken orgies. 
How quickly a home degenerates into a mere boarding 
house when Christ is dethroned. In these homes the great 
army of criminals that has brought America’s crime wave 
to the peak was reared. The hope of our nation lies not 


‘alone in the fact that we have elected a gallant and able 


new president, who has conscientiously pledged, by the 
help of God, to support the Constitution of the United 
States. He will be helpless to turn back the tide of athi- 
estic red Communism that has sworn the overthrow of 
this nation, unless the home life of America will experi- 
ence a dynamic conversion that will enthrone Christ as 
King. Such a change will safeguard youth and produce 
stalwart men and women of character, in whose hands 
righteousness will prevail. Is He King of your home? 


Eacu OF US MUST DECIDE whether we 
will devote our allegiance to Him, or whether we ‘will live 
to please ourselves. The latter makes a strong appeal. It 
promises much—achievement and success. It may prove 
to be momentarily satisfying. But when self is crowned, 
Christ is crucified! And when Christ is crowned, it is def- 
initely at the expense of the self-life—the flesh—the old 
man. Here is the deciding factor: “For whosoever will 
save his life shall lose it: but whosoever will lose his life 
for my sake, the same shall find it” (Luke 9:24). Even- 
tually, when all the facts are in, it will be clear that the 
self-crowned life was a total loss, and that the life of 
crucifixion for Jesus’ sake is the one that pays the divi- 
dends. 

How beautifully this is portrayed in the life of the great 
apostle Paul. We think him great today, and there was 
once a time when he would have proudly agreed with 
our appraisal of him. But there came another day when 
he met One, Jesus Christ of Nazareth—recently crucified 
—resurrected and ascended to the right hand of the Fa- 
ther. That day Paul doffed the crown and gladly 
crowned Jesus King of his life. He became so literally in- 
trigued with the excellency of the knowledge of Christ

young girlhood in that small town before she realized she 
did not “belong” to the social set of the community.

Inasmuch as we recognize that the 
Pentecostal Fellowship of North 
America is based primarily and fund- 
amentally on fellowship, we do not 
deem it wise or dient to attempt 
to be a mediator or judge of the indi- 
vidual problems between cooperating 
organizations or churches. We do, 
however, recommend that any prob- 
lems that do arise between individual 
organizations or churches be worked 
out on the basic principles set forth in 
our policies on comity, which are as 
follows: 

First—that the leaders of the con- 
stituent bodies continue to encourage 
the district, state, and local leaders

that with no lingering regrets he suffered the loss of all 
things—just to know Him and share His righteousness. 
Thereafter Paul made no attempt to exalt himself. In 
fact, he professed that he was crucified to the world, and 
the world was crucified to him. So obsessed was Paul with 
Christ crucified that it seemed to the Corinthian church 
that he knew nothing else “save Jesus Christ . . . cruci- 
fied.” He made no display of personal charm, for they 
said his “bodily presence was weak.” His glory was in the 
cross. Eloquence was not the secret of his success, for 
they said his “speech was contemptible.” He would not 
obscure the cross with the polished, euphemistic phrases 
of men. But he preached the unsearchable riches of 
Christ, keeping Paul ever in the background. 

What a picture in contrasts one might have beheld 
when the unassuming, little Jewish preacher visited Ath- 
ens, the center of Greek culture, the city of the poets, the 
artists and philosophers, and spoke to the distinguished 
scholars concerning. the “Unknown God,” who to him 
was well-known (Acts 17). How out of place and out of 
this world it all seemed—the strange little man who 
owned nothing other than a few personal effects, a cloak 
and some old parchments, yes, and his triumphant-faith 
in the Christ who was unquestionably King of his life. 
And when in the city of imperial Rome—the city of the 
mighty Caesars—how he stood out against the colorful 
background of glamor and iniquity, grandeur and de- 
cadence. The bestial Nero might rule the Roman Empire; 
he might pass sentence upon the little apostle; he could 
sentence him to the block. But little harm could he do be- 
yond that to Paul. He had suffered much for the testi- 


mony of Jesus and after long, severe, unspeakable perse- 
cutions, when he made his last brief journey from the 
filthy Roman prison dungeon to the place of execution, 
he was still unashamed and triumphant. Christ was still 
his King. 

The world doubtlessly marked Paul up as a common 
failure. He owned no real estate, no stocks or bonds. He 
made no will. He had attained no worldly fame. It had 
been more than thirty years since he had joyfully placed 
the crown on the brow of his lovely Lord, and on the eve 
of his departure he felt no sense of shame or regret for 
the bargain of so long ago, for by superhuman revelation 
he saw a new day dawning in which Christ would place 
a glittering crown upon his weary head. He could have 
said, “I gave up the crown then and lost everything, but 
T’'ll find it by and by.” Yes, Nero and the world thought 
him a failure, but in his last letter to a young friend he 
penned the valedictory of a conqueror: “For I am now 
ready to be offered, and the time of my departure is at 
hand. I have fought a good fight . . ..Henceforth there is 
laid up for me a crown of righteousness, which the Lord, 
the righteous judge, shall give me at that day: and not to 
me only, but unto all them that love his appearing.”

The official attitude of the 
Church of God toward the REVISED 
STANDARD VERSION BIBLE, 
passed by the Supreme Council in 
session March 2, 1953: 


Inasmuch as the Church of God 
has, throughout the years, largely 
used the King James Version of the 
Bible in a highly satisfactory man- 
ner; and 

Whereas, in our opinion, the Re- 
vised Standard Version, as well as 
several other versions of the Bible, is 
contrary to and a distortion of nu- 
merous passages of the a Scripture 
which we hold to be divinely inspired, 
infallible, fundamental and, therefore, 
indispensible; and 

Whereas, one of the first principles 
accepted in the earliest history of the 
Church of God was that we accept 
the whole Bible rightly divided, and 
this is still one of its most cherished 
and sacred principles; 

Therefore, be it understood that we 


‘are definitely opposed to the Revised 


Standard Version of the Bible that 
takes from, adds to, and distorts the 
Holy Scriptures in the manner shown 
in the following comparison: 
I. DELETION OF THE SCRIPTURES 

In the King James Version, Mark 
16:9-20 reads: “Now when Jesus was 
risen early the first day of the week, 
he appeared first to Mary Magdalene, 
out of whom he had cast seven devils. 
And she went and told them that had 
been with him, as they mourned and 
wept. And they, when they had heard 
that he was alive, and had been,seen 
of her, believed not. After that he ap- 
peared in another form unto two of 
them, as they walked, and went into 
the country. And they went and told 
it unto the residue: neither believed 
they them. Afterward he appeared 
unto the eleven as they sat at meat, 
and upbraided them with their unbe- 
lief and hardness of heart, because 
they believed not them which had 
seen him after he was risen. And he 
said unto them, Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature. He that believeth and is bap- 
tized shall be saved; but he that be- 
lieveth not shall be damned. And 
these signs shall follow them that be- 
lieve; In my name shall they cast out 
devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues; they shall take up serpents; 
and if they drink any deadly thing, it 
shall not hurt them; they shall lay 
hands on the sick, and they shall re- 
cover. So then after the Lord had 
spoken unto them, he was received up 
into heaven, and sat on the right 
hand of God. And they went forth, 
and preached every where, the Lord 
working with them, and confirming 
the word with signs following. Amen.” 

The Revised Standard Version has 
omitted all of this portion includin: 
it only as a footnote, separate an 
apart from the regular scripture text. 

This is a clear case of omitting a 

rtion of the Scripture that shows 
he supernatural power of Jesus 
Christ. 
II. DOCTRINE 

1. Atonement 

In the doctrine of the atonement 
there are several distortions. In Le-

viticus 17:11 the Ki James Version 
says, “For the life of the flesh is in 
the blood: and I have given it to you 
upon the altar to make an atonement 
for your souls: for it is the blood that 
maketh an atonement for the soul,” 
while the Revised Standard Version 
says, “For the life of the flesh is in 
the blood; and I have given it for you 
upon the altar to make atonement for 
your souls; for it is the blood that 
makes atonement, by reason of the 
life,” the last clause omitting mention 
of atonement of the soul. 

Romans 3:25 of the King James 
Version says, “Whom God had set 
forth to be a propitiation through 
faith in his blood, to declare his 
righteousness for the remission of 
sins that are past, through the for- 
bearance of d,” and e Revised 
Standard Version translates it, “Whom 
God put forward as an a ar ag by 
his blood, to be received by faith. This 
was to show God’s righteousness, be- 
cause in his divine forebearance he 
had passed over former sins,” which 
is a substitution of expiation for pro- 
pitiation. 

1 John 2: is the same. The King 
James Version says, “And he is the 
propitiation for our sins: and not for 
ours only, but also for the sins of the 
whole world.” The Revised Standard 
Version says, “And he is the expiation 
for our sins, and not for ours only but 
also for the sins of the whole world.” 


2. The Blood of Christ 

Concerning the blood of Christ, the 
Revised Standard Version omits Luke 
22:20 altogether, which in the King 
James Version reads, “Likewise also 
the cup after supper, saying, This cu 
is the new testament of my blood, 
which is shed for you.” 

Colossians 1:14 in the King James 
Version reads, “In whom we have re- 
demption thru His blood, even the for- 

iveness of sins,” but the Revised 
tandard Version makes no mention 
of the blood. 

3. The Deity of Christ 

Daniel 3:25 of the King James Ver- 
sion reads, “He answered and said, 
Lo, I see four men loose, walking in 
the midst of the fire, and they have 
no hurt; and the form of the fourth is 
like the Son of God,” while the deity 
of Christ is denied in the Revised 
Standard Version which reads, “He 
answered, But I see four men loose 
walking in the midst of the fire, and 
they are not hurt; and the appear- 
ance of the fourth is like a son of 
the gods.” 

The deity of Christ is denied in the 
Revised Standard Version. Psalm 2:7 
of the King James Version reads, “I 
will declare the decree: the Lord hath 
said unto me, Thou art my Son; 
day have I begotten thee,” but the 
Revised Standard Version reads, “I 
will tell of the decree of the Lord: He 
said to me, You are my son; today I 
have begotten thee.” 

Psalm 2:12 of the King James Ver- 
sion reads, “Kiss the Son lest he be 
angry, and ye perish from the way, 
when his wrath is kindled but a little. 
Blessed are all they that put their 
trust in him,” while the Revised 
Standard Version reads, “Kiss his feet, 
lest he be angry, and you perish in 
the way; for his wrath is quickly 


kindled. Blessed are all who take ref- 
uge in him.” 

4. The Second Coming of Christ 

Titus 2:13 of the King James Ver- 
sion reads, “Look for that blessed 
hope, and the glorious appearing of 
the great God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ,” but the Revised Standard 
Version denies a personal coming of 
Christ by saying, “Awaiting our bless- 
ed hope, the appearing of the glory 
of our great God and Saviour Jesus 
Christ,” intimating that only the glo- 
ry shall appear. 

Jude 14 of the King James Version 
reads, “And Enoch also, the seventh 
from Adam = of these, say- 
ing, Behold, the Lord cometh with ten 
thousands of his saints,” but the Re- 
vised Standard Version makes this 

ast tense instead of future by say- 

g, “It was of these also that Enoch 
in the seventh generation from Adam 
prophesied, saying, Behold the Lord 
came with his holy myriads.” 

5. The Virgin Birth of Christ 

Isaiah 7:14 of the King James Ver- 
sion which says, “Therefore the Lord 
himself shall give a sign; Behold a 
virgin shall conceive, and bear a son, 
and shall call his name Immanuel,” 
is changed in the Revised Standard 
Version to say, “Therefore the Lord 
himself will give you a sign. Behold, 
a@ young woman shall conceive and 
bear a son, and shall call his name 
IMMANUEL.“ 


Distortions and deletions are too 
numerous for a complete listing here, 
and Bible-believing Christians have 
become weary of them. 

It shall be the policy and practice 
of the Church of God in the future, as 
it has been in the past, to use the 
King James Version as the accepted 
version of the Scriptures, and we shall 
use it in all our literature and publi- 
cations and publicly as the text Bible 
of our pulpits and classrooms, and 
shall encourage its continued use in 
private study and devotions. 

We, therefore, deny that the Re- 
vised Standard Version is worthy to 
be called “Holy Bible.”

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CONVERSION MARKS NAE 
CONVENTION 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (EP) The sec- 
ond night of the Eleventh National 
Convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals was marked by a 
remarkable conversion after the ser- 
mon preached by Evangelist Billy 
Graham to nearly three thousand 
evangelicals who packed Taft Audi- 
torium to hear the colorful evangelist. 
Graham preached directly “to preach- 
ers,” outdining the need for more con- 
secration and holy living among the 
clergy and religious leaders, but in the 
audience there was a well-known TV 
personality, Mel Martin, who was 
deeply impressed. Martin, who has a 
breakfast TV program over WLW is 
well known throughout the State, 
sought out Graham and other NAE 
leaders after the meeting and was 
converted. He had at one time trained 
for the ministry and had held revival 
meetings but had abandoned the re- 
ligious field to star in radio and tele- 
vision. In a public testimony the 
morning after, on his TV broadcast, 
Martin, whose real name is Mel Dib- 
ble, declared he was returning to the 
ministry and would leave TV. 

Another high point of the conven- 
tion was the unusual report of the 
revival now going on in Japan which 
was brought by Free Methodist mis- 
sionary, Jacob DeShazer, who is in- 
ternationally known as the bombar- 
dier of one of the planes in the Jim- 
mie Doolittle bombing of Tokyo dur- 
ing the war. DeShazer was captured 
and, while suffering internment in 
Japan, was converted and dedicated 
his life to missionary work in Japan. 

Evangelicals acked conference 
rooms of the Sheraton-Gibson and 
Sinton hotels during the day in the 
various NAE commissions gatherings 
during the convention. Other speakers 
at the evening mass meetings were 
Dr. Paul S. Rees, of the First Mission 
Covenant.
